1. The law could actually re- 


sult in a deterioration of the 


educational program here, if 
consultant services are cur- 


tailed in order to comply. 

2. The more money spent per 
pupil on education, the more 
difficult it appears for dis- 
tricts (in general) to comply 
with the new law. 


3. Districts having higher | 
salary schedules for teachers 


seem to be less likely to com- 
ply. 
4. The new edict could re- 


sult in a division of interest 
between teaching and _ non- 


teaching members of a district 
faculty. | 

5. Locally, the Menlo Park} 
School District board doesn’t | 
seem to have set compliance 
with the new law as one of the 
chiefs aims in making up the 
proposed 1962-63 budget. 

The new law, passed by the 
most recent legislature and 
known as assembly bill 1786, 
has been made a section of the 
education code. 

It spells out that, for pur- 
poses of computing the dis- 
trict’s budget 60 per cent of 
the district’s current expense 
of instruction, excluding trans- 
portation costs, must be used 
for teachers’ salaries. 

“It excludes administra- 
tors, librarians, principals 
and consultants such as our 
psychometrist and mathe- 
matics researcher,” explains |

Af- 
ter the first announcement 
some people voiced opposition 
but scon the support started to 
mushroom and the board of su- 
pervisors and county manager 
saw the purchase as a wise busi- 
ness venture and decided to go 
ahead. 

While the proposed pur- 
chase is not buried as a dead 
issue, it appears there is lit- 
tle chance that it will go 
through. The county plan 
was to put up $340,000 in 
cash and the federal govern- 
ment was asked to put up 54 
per cent of the estimated 
purchase price of $1,300, 000.

erator project being financed 
by the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission 

Physics Prof. Edward L. 


Ginzton, who headed the two- 
mile accelerator project during 
its earlier stages, will continue 
as a project consultant to the 
University. He has played a 
key role in accelerator develop 
ment at Stanford for the past 
15 years. 

Dr. Gintzon withdrew from 
active project direction some 
time ago because of other de- 
mands on his time. In addition 
to his faculty duties he is beard 
chairman of Varian Associates, 
a well-known electronics firm. 

Dr. Panofsky previously has 
been deputy director of the 
two-mile accelerator project. It 
was his interest in linear accel- 
erators that attracted him to 
Stanford in 1951, and he soon 
took charge of the University’s 
Mark III billion-volt linear ac- 
celerator. 

Studies of nuclear structures 
made with this machine earned 
the 1961 Nobel Prize in Phys- 


ics for another Stanford phys- 
ics professor, Dr. Robert Hof- 
stadter. 


Congress approved the two- 
mile accelerator project last 
summer, and a Stanford con- 
tract with the AEC for its con- 
struction is now being negotiat- 
ed. 

Project engineers hope to 
break ground early next year 
for the first buildings on the 
site, which is located along 
Sand Hill Road in Menlo Park. 
Completion is scheduled about 
six years from the start of con- 
struction, 


With such big commitments 
in foreign lands, the local air- 
port projects are getting reduc- 
ed and the best the federal ag- 


ency could talk about was 
slightly over $469,000 instead 


of the $700,000-plus the county 
needed to swing the deal. 

The federal authorities have 
not made any commitment up 
to this time. Whether the fig-

to handle.

neer’s recommendation. 

The south county’s repre- 
sentative in the state assembly, 
Car] Britschgi, has indicated 
that, if asked to do so by the 
city council, he'd introduce 
legislation asking that the so- 
called Willow-Sand Hill Road 
link be withdrawn from the 
state highway system.

up in the air. If it falls flat, 
as it appears now that it will, 
the airport money troubles 
will go back into the bank- 
ruptcy court and the land 
very likely will be sold to 
subdividers.

setting the tax rate and decid- 
ing how much of a salary in- 
crease county workers will get. 

Then, too, there could be 
something doing when the 
grand jury submits its annu- 
al report soon. There is not 
expected to be much “fire- 
works’ this year, however. 

About the only item on this 
list that apparently interests 
the county as a whole is the 
tax rate; whether it comes 
cown for the second year in a 
row or goes up. 

Visting the valley over the 
weekend we noticed news stor- 
ies to the effect that the city 
manager in Sacramento was 
raised to $26,000-plus and that 
a concerted drive ($58,000 
worth) will be made to bring 
in new industries. Both figures 
are more than spent 1 in this 


freeways cropping up all 
over the place, someone 
sooner or later would decide 
to attack the root cause of 
the problem—too many auto- 
mobiles. 

At first glance, it would ap- 
pear that the number of cars 
using the streets and highways 
—and making freeways neces- 
sary—could be regulated by 
two methods. 

1. Through higher taxation, 
possibly on motor fuel, squeeze 
the non-essential motorist off 
the road. 

2. Encourage car pools and 
ride-sharing. The bulk of the 
ears to be seen on any road or 
highway at any time of the day 
or night are occupied by one 
person. 

Neither of these schemes 
would work, probably, because 
the auto is so many things to 
so many people. 

As Gray observes: 

“Motor fuel taxes are pretty 
high now, but nobody seems to 
mind paying them. In fact, I 
doubt if many people relate 
the gasoline taxes they pay to 
the freeway problam. They 
just figure it’s price of gas. 

“Besides, cars are important 
to some people not just for 
transportation but for prestige 


and because, in their set of 
values, they'd rather own a 
large, new car than anything 
else. 


“T’ve known people to buy a 
home 25 to 30 miles from 
where they work, so they can 
argue to their wives—and 
themselves— that they’ve got 
to get a new car every year 
so they'll have ‘dependable 
transportation’.’

There were 
no other children of her own 
to come, but she was the 
“mether” for four nieces and 
nephews and five other chil- 
dren who the Downeys rais- 
ed. 


During this busy time, she 


| didn’t have a great deal of time 


for art. 

But in the 22 years since her 
husband’s death, she has re- 
sumed her artistic production. 

Some of her work has been 
sold, especially “the scenic pic- 


tures,’ Mrs. Downey reported. 
And she’s also sold ‘quite a 
few” of the novelties — little 
plaster Santa Clauses and oth- | 
er Christmas figurines for 
which she makes her own 


molds. 


And her unusual farmyard 
“bas-relief” won a first prize 
at the 1957 San Mateo County 
fair, too. It’s a framed paint- 
ing with plaster figures of 
farm animals attached to it. 

Her current project? 


“T call this my quilt of | 


quilts,” said Mrs. Downey, un- 


folding a big coverlet with pur- 
ple, blue, red, yellow, brown 
and orange velvet pieces stitch- 


ed together. 


“T plan to finish it in time 
for entry in the fair next 


spring,” she said.
